Anticipating a sharp drop off in 
capital improvements, the department 
has submitted a $721 million budget 
request that falls $219 million below 
the current spending level. 
Jackson said the governor was going 
ahead with plans for a petition drive to 
put the $1.64 billion transportation 
bond issue and four other proposed 
constitutional amendments on 
the 
November ballot without legislative 
approval. 
But he indicated the administration 
would still prefer to see the General 
Assembly act on the programs. 
“ We recommend that the proposal 
be approved and put before the people 
for a vote,” he testified. 
The transportation bond plan, which 
calls for a .9 cent increase in the seven 
cents per gallon state gasoline tax, has 
the support of majority Democratic 
leaders. However, disagreements over 
the content of the other programs has 
stalled the entire package. 
“ The bond proposal offered the most 
viable prospect for funding an in­ 
tegrated transportation program over 
the next few years,” Jackson told the 
committee. “ If the bond proposal is not 
successful, we’ve got some very tough 
nuts to crack.”

CINCINNATI,Ohio (A P) — William 
Howard Newman, 40, Cincinnati, was 
scheduled to appear before a U.S. 
Magistrate in connection with the theft 
April 5 of a tractor-trailer loaded with 
33,000 pounds of cookies belonging to 
the Feebler Co. 
Newman was charged by the F B I

SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) — 
The North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
closed in today on the Saigon govern­ 
ment’s last enclave on the central 
coast, jabbed at the edges of Saigon 
and shelled the big Bien Hoa air base 
15 miles northeast of Saigon again. 


There were still no indications that a 
North Vietnamese drive on Saigon had 
begun, but analysts predicted it was 
only a matter of time before the 
Communists consolidate their forces 
and attack. 


Military sources said North Viet­ 
namese troops mounted fierce attacks 
on Phan Thiet, a coastal city IOO miles 
east of Saigon and the capital of Binh 
Thuan province. 
They said radio 
contact between Phan Thiet and four 
district towns was lost, indicating they 
had been taken over by the Com­ 
munists. 


Phan Thiet and Phan Rang, 150 
miles northeast of Saigon, were 
bypassed by the advancing North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong when the 
Saigon forces fled from the northern 
and central parts of South Vietnam. 
Apparently the Communists did not 
have sufficient forces in the area to 
take them over. The Saigon command 
announced the loss of Phan Rang on 
Wednesday. 


The situation in Cambodia was 
unknown. Radio Phnom Penh, now in 
the hands of the victorious Khmer 
Rouge, broadcast propaganda state­ 
ments and reruns of accounts of the

Sources in Bangkok said Premier 
I xing Boret, the head of the fallen 
Cambodian ‘ government, was taken 
into custody Thursday as he was trying 
to flee from Phnom Penh by heli­ 
copter. Earlier reports said he had 
escaped to Kompong ('hhnang, 50 
miles northeast of Phnom Penh.

Guidelines 
For Utilities 


WASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Ford probably will soon announce a set 
of national voluntary guidelines to 
assist electric 
utilities 
in 
getting 
higher electric rates in certain in­ 
stances. 


In disclosing this approach, an 
administration official said Thursday 
that Ford’s advisers have just about 
given up any hope that Congress would 
approve proposals to make rate in­ 
creases mandatory in some cases. 


Congressional resistance was said to 
stem from the unpopularity of forcing 
higher electrical rates. 
The voluntary guidelines would 
represent a major switch from the 
approach Ford advocated in his State 
of the Union speech Jan. 15 when he 
asked Congress to approve measures 
making rate hikes mandatory in some 
cases. 


The administration source also said 
most, if not all, proposals for direct 
federal subsidies to hard-pressed 
utilities also probably will be rejected. 


One that might be kept alive is a plan 
to establish a Utilities Finance Cor­ 
poration to buy up certain stock of 
utilities in extreme financial difficulty. 
But even this device would be set up 
only if all else failed, the source said. 
Ford’s original mandatory proposals 
to help utilities would have increased 
electric rates to consumers by an 
average of 13 per cent, according to 
administration sources. 
In addition to congressional reluc­ 
tance, Ford’s mandatory proposals 
encountered resistance among state 
officials who set utility rates. 
“ It isn’t getting support because it 
does require an increase in electric 
rates,” said the administration source, 
although he added he feels that higher 
rates are essential in many cases to 
justify new investment in electric 
capacity. 
A utility industry group, the National 
Electric Reliability Council, issued a 
report earlier this week saying that 
recent cancellations of power plant 
projects could lead to some power 
rationing in the future. 
The voluntary recommendations 
urged by Ford’s advisers for state 
utility commissions and legislatures to 
follow in setting electric rates include 
the proposal that electric utilities earn 
a profit of between 13 and 15 per cent of 
their investment, up from about ll per 
cent at present. Other recommenda­ 
tions would include many of Ford’s 
legislative proposals.

John Connolly 
Wins Acquittal 


WASHINGTON (A P) - John B. 
Connally says he hopes to resume his 
political life in some form following his 
acquittal on bribery charges. 
“ I hope as long as I live I never lose 
the desire to participate in political 
affairs," said the former treasury 
secretary and one-time presidential 
prospect. 
“ Now in what role, in what capacity, 
in what way it will be done, I don’t 
know. I ’m not about to describe it 
today, or even in the next few days or 
next week,” he said. 
Connally spoke to newsmen outside 
federal court Thursday evening just 
minutes after a jury found him in­ 
nocent of charges that he took two 
$5,000 payoffs for helping dairymen by 
urging higher milk price supports in 
1971. 
The prosecution’s case against him 
had been based primarily on the 
testimony of Jake Jacobsen, a former 
lawyer for the dairymen, who said he 
paid Connally the money. Jacobsen 
had admitted to the jury that he per­ 
jured himself in testifying about the 
case in other forums. 
Connally was reading a Bible when 
the jury filed into the courtroom after 
deliberating for six hours. He sat 
pokerfaced as the jury foreman an­ 
nounced the verdict of “ not guilty.” 
Then Connally beamed, embraced his 
wife Nell and shook hands with his 
lawyer Edward Bennett Williams. 
C’onnally’s daughter Sharon wept with 
happiness. 
He said he had no immediate plans 
except to return to Texas. “ We haven’t 


thought beyond this moment” he said. 
Outside, he spoke to newsmen for the 
first time since the trial began April I. 
Did he feel vindicated? “ I don’t 
suppose I think of it so much as a 
vindication,” he said. “ I ’m happy. 
Nell’s happy. The children are. Ail of 
the family is. I suppose we never felt 
there could be any outcome but this ... 
I thought they made us worry about it 
for some time here today, but I ’m 
happy about it.” 
Connally, a Democrat before he 
switched to the Republican party in 
1973, had been considered a possible 
presidential contender. Before his in­ 
dictment last year he was in constant 
demand for appearances at GOP fund­ 
raising events around the country. 
Had the indictment and trial 
derailed his presidential hopes? “ Well, 
I don’t know and I haven’t given any 
thought to it, very frankly,” he said. “ I 
won’t think about it for some time. I 
don’t have a great deal more to say to 
you. At some later time I will have 
some more to say to you.” 
Still pending against Connally were 
two 
charges 
of 
making 
false 
statements to a grand jury and a 
charge of conspiracy to cover up the 
alleged bribes. 
A spokesman for the Watergate 
Special Prosecution Force would give 
no immediate comment Thursday on 
whether these charges would now be 
pressed or dropped. The charges were 
part of the original indictment against 
Connally, but were severed for a 
separate trial by Chief U.S. District 
Court Judge George L. Hart.

By THE ASSOCIATED PR ESS 
Pie smackers had a field day on two 
campuses, scoring direct hits on a 
governor and a college president. 
Tennessee Gov. Ray Blanton was

College in Brunswick, Maine, was 
plastered by three cream pies, flavor 
unknown. 
Blanton had just spoken to a lun­ 
cheon group when he got a dessert he 
didn’t request. 
“ It was nothing personal. It was the 
oldest vaudeville gag in the world,” 
said political science student Paul E. 
Scates, the pie thrower. “ The whole 
thing was intended to be humorous.” 
“ Well, it wasn’t very funny, sonny,” 
said state Highway Patrol Capt. Billy 
Parker as he wrestled Scates to the 
ground. 
Blanton, stunned at first, broke into 
a grin after realizing what had hap­ 
pened. He said later he was so sur­ 
prised he forgot to taste the pie. He 
also said he had no plans to prosecute 
Scates, who was arrested, charged 
with assault and later released on $500 
bond. 
Contacted later, Scates said, “ I ’m in 
the process now7 of writing a letter of 
apology to the governor." 
In 
Brunswick, 
the 
infamous 
“ Bowdoin Baker” and his cohorts 
scored the biggest hit of their career, a 
triple hitter on Howell at high noon 
Thursday as he walked from the ad­ 
ministration building to his home. 
The incident was described 
by 
students as the climax of a pie- 
throwing spree in which the “ Baker,” 
who is a student in disguise, and his 
colleagues threw mushy pies in the 
faces of more than 40 students and 
faculty members. 
The Bowdoin campus has been 
enlivened during the past two weeks by 
flying pies aimed at raising money for 
Vietnamese orphans. 
A $50 “ contract” on Howell was the 
largest ever made by the “ Baker" and 
his hit men. Past standard fees ranged 
between $2 and $4 for a student victim 
tu $25 for a professor. 


Nearly IOO students were gathered 
outside the student union as the pie- 
throwing combine approached Howell 
from various directions. 
Wearing ski masks, goggles, pon­ 
chos and sneakers, the “ Baker” and 
his gang fired pies in rapid succession. 
Managing a smile as he wiped the 
goo from his face, Howell flashed a 
thumbs-up sign to the crowd.

About 500 persons, many of them 
dressed in colorful colonial militia 
uniforms, were expected to fill the 252- 
year-old Episcopal church. 
A spokesman at the South Boston 
Information Center, an antibusing 
organization, said a demonstration 
was being set up outside the church to 
thank the President for remarks 
before a news conference last October. 
Ford said a court-ordered integration 
plan which required busing “was not 
the best solution to quality education in 
Boston.”. 
“We plan to give him a very large 
welcome,” the spokesman said.

Lottery 
Approved 
By City 


OMAHA, Neb. (AP) — City officials 
have endorsed the nation’s first 
nongovernment lottery in hopes it will 
solve some money problems and help 
rejuvenate a deteriorating downtown. 
However, some legal obstacles must 
be hurdled. 
The top weekly prize will be $50,000 
and officials estimate both the city and 
a nonprofit corporation running the 
lottery will receive about $1 million a 
year in profits. 
Backers hope to be selling 50-cent 
tickets by July I. In addition to the top 
prize, there also will be smaller prizes 
each week. 
Half of the proceeds will go to the 
city for whatever use the city council 
decides and the other half will go to the 
nonprofit corporation, which plans 
several downtown improvements. 
Although city council approval was 
not required by law, the officials met 
on Tuesday and adopted a resolution 
approving implementation of the 
lottery. 
There was little opposition to the 
lottery, but since the resolution’s 
passage legal problems have arisen. 
Attorney Martin Cannon says he is 
planning a court challenge on grounds 
that state statutes on lotteries are 
unconstitutionally vague. Nebraska 
state law permits lotteries for com­ 
munity betterment. 
The latest legal barrier arose 
Thursday when a federal official said 
lottery tickets sold by nongovernment 
groups could not legally cross state 
lines, not even to neighboring Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, just across the Missouri 
River.

BELLAIRE, Ohio (AP) — United 
Mine Workers officials Thursday 
asked striking miners in eastern Ohio 
and northern West Virginia to keep 
away from mines and to refrain from 
picketing. 


The appeal was issued by UMW 
national headquarters in Washington 
and the union’s District 6 office in 
Bellaire. 


District 6 Vice President Art Nelms 
said the request was issued because of 
threats of violence to the miners. 
Meanwhile, a federal judge in 
Elkins, W.Va., Thursday found the 
UMW and its District 6 in contempt of 
a March 27 temporary restraining 
order granted to the Consolidation 
Coal Co. 
Judge Robert FL Maxwell ordered 
the union to get employes of three 
Consolidation mines in the West 
Virginia Panhandle back to work by 8 
a.m. today or be liable for fines of up to 
$135,000 per day. 
The judge said he would fine the 
international union $10,000 and District 
6 $5,000 for each shift at each mine that 
doesn’t work. 
All deep coal mines in the two-state 
region continued closed for the second 
consecutive day, idling an estimated 
9,000 miners. 
Union officials said negotiation 
sessions were expected to begin in 
Washington between the UMW and 
officials of Consolidation Coal Co.’s 
Rose Valley mine. 
Ixist Sunday, 26 Rose Valley miners 
were suspended for alleged illegal 
picketing activities. 
Roving pickets protesting the action 
forced the closing of several mines and 
sparked the current series of shut­ 
downs which have plagued the area 
since early March.

Exhibition of Archaeological Finds of 
the People's Republic of China” left 
Dulles 
International 
Airport 
(Washington! for Kansas City in two 
Boeing 707s the other day, Chinese and 
American security men would permit 
no pictures nor answer any questions. 
It’s all very spooky. 
The Sinologists at the Nelson 
Gallery-Atkins Museum in K.C. are 
now in the throes of unpackaging the 
385 intricately designed crates which 
contain artifacts representing more 
than half a million years of Chinese 
history. They have been given from 
nine to 14 days to get the pieces ready 
for exhibition, all under the sharp 
scrutiny of the Chinese in charge of an 
extraordinary exhibition that has been 
seen over the past year in Paris, 
London, Vienna, Stockholm and 
Washington. i After Kansas City, it will 
probably be flown into San Francisco 
before being returned to Peking; but 
the Chinese guardians of it refuse to 
confirm the San Francisco date.) 
As far as is known, this is the first 
antquity treasure trove insured by the 
United States government. We have 
covered it for $50 million, which seems 
a piddling sum when one considered 
the possible theft or destruction of the 
head bones of Iantian Man (a cousin of 
Peking Tom) who flourished 600,000 
years ago, or Princess Tou Wan who 
went to her eternal reward in a suit of 
2,160 chunks of jade stitched together 
with gold threads two thousand years 
before Christ.

NEW YORK (A P) — little more 
than a decade ago the annual meeting 
was a festive occasion, one of the 
corporate 
rites 
of 
spring: 
homecoming, the annual get-together 
for sandwiches, 
refreshments and 
conversation. 
U.S. Steel erected beautifully striped 
canopies on the lawn of an engineering 
school and, unless you were informed 
or up close, you just couldn’t tell the 
annual meeting from the graduation 
exercise. 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., the biggest stockholder family of 
all, rented an armory and served food 
for its guests — strike that, its common 
stock owners. 
Controversy, quite understandably, 
seldom intruded into the atmosphere 
of such excellent assemblages. It just 
wasn’t nice; it was poor etiquette. 
It was all pro forma anyway, tightly 
scheduled and programmed. All the 
officers involved had their reports 
ready. All the real business had al­ 
ready 
been enacted. 
Management 
always had the votes to do what it 
wished. 
The hypocrisy and cost and nuisance 
of it all began 
getting to some 
executives, and there developed a 
tendency to move the annual meeting 
out of the big cities into some outlying, 
less-populated, harder-to-reach areas. 
Sometimes this was done in order to 
meet some of the stockholders who 
couldn’t make it to the home city. After 
all, shareholders were spread about 
the nation, not concentrated in the 
headquarters city. 
Quite often, too, the reason was to 
escape stockholders, who were tending 
to become a bit more critical. 
Some companies even toyed with the 
notion of giving up the annual meeting, 
and to their surprise they found that 
under the incorporation rules of some 
states you didn’t need an annual get- 
together. But the New York Stock 
Exchange insisted on a continuance of 
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the practice. 
The annual meeting was changing. 
Corporate democracy was being sold 
to the American people and the 
number of shareholders was rising 
swiftly, from about 13 million at the 
beginning of the ’60s to 30 million at the 
close of the decade. 
The atmosphere wasn’t conducive to 
the old way of doing things. How can 
you serve box lunches to so many 
people? How can you afford them? 
Stockholders 
answered 
those 
questions to some degree. They didn’t 
attend. So long as management made 
money for them they didn’t care. And 
you may recall that the ’60s were very 
profitable until the decade waned. 
A new group began making a 
nuisance of itself. The social do- 
gooder, the environmentalists and 
various activists began prodding the 
corporation to give an account of itself 
as a resident and citizen. 
Even more was being asked. Many 
people who admired the corporate way 
of getting things done were appalled at 
how little was being done except to 
make money. They wanted cor­ 
porations to take on added duties. 
Now we have reached another stage. 
Scattered throughout the stockholder 
population there is a growing feeling 
that managers must be made more 
accountable. A feeling grows that 
there is a great management ripoff. 
That feeling was expressed this 
week at the Chrysler Corp. annual 
meeting, and earlier at the Celanese 
meeting. Why, it was asked, does the 
good fortune of the executive continue 
while that of the stockholder and 
employe deteriorates? 
Why do some corporate officers own 
very few shares of their company’s 
stock? Why do others earn huge 
salaries and collect bonuses — per­ 
formance bonuses they are sometimes 
called — even though the company’s 
earnings are down? Why are some 
officers permitted to write contracts 
continuing their incomes, as con­ 
sultants, after they retire? Why are 
officers granted personal loans? 
This is the atmosphere of the annual 
meeting, circa 1975. How long ago the 
old days seem.

Speaking Of Your Health

Gout seems to be a family charac­ 
teristic. I am 26 and so far have no 
signs of it. Can it be prevented? Is gout 
in the rheumatism family? 
Mr. T. M., Penn. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
There 
does seem 
to 
be 
some 
hereditary or family tendency towards 
gout. 
Gout is a peculiar disorder and 
disturbance in the manufacture and 
elimination of uric acid. For reasons 
that are still not entirely clear to 
doctors and scientists, some people 
tend to accumulate uric acid in the 
blood. When this level is high, symp­ 
toms of gout are likely to appear. 
When it is determined that there is a 
tendency to gout or an increase of uric 
acid in the blood, certain foods should 
be reduced or avoided. These foods are 
the ones known to be high in purine, a 
substance from which uric acid is 
derived. 
Purines are especially high in an­ 
chovies, liver, sweetbreads, brains, 
gravies, and alcohol. Asparagus, 
cauliflower and lentils, too, have a 
slightly higher purine content. 
Early evidence of gout can be 
determined by a study of the blood. 
High levels of uric acid are the 


determining factor if a gouty tendency 
is present. 
There are now a number of excellent 
drugs which can reduce uric acid 
levels 
in 
the 
blood. 
One 
drug, 
probenecid, is used to encourage the 
elimination of uric acid by way of the 
urine. 
Once a gouty condition is discovered, 
this drug can be taken in a preventive 
way for many years. 
A new drug, allopurinol, works in a 
different way. This one prevents the 
change of purine into uric acid. 
Occasionally, both drugs are used at 
the same time, depending on the 
severity of the condition. 
Under a doctor’s direction, these 
drugs can be manipulated, depending 
on the concentration of uric acid in the 
blood. 
The symptoms of gout in its early 
phases may indeed be confused with 
rheumatism, neuralgia, bursitis and 
even arthritis. The popular impression 
that gout affects only the big toe is 
false. Another misconception about 
gout is that it is a status symbol 
disease associated with the rich and 
overindulged sector of society. Gout 
can occur at ail social and economic 
levels.

(Washington) for Kansas City in two 
Boeing 707s the other day, Chinese and 
American security men would permit 
no pictures nor answer any questions. 
It’s all very spooky. 
The Sinologists at the Nelson 
Gallery-Atkins Museum in K.C. are 
now in the throes of unpackaging the 
385 intricately designed crates which 
contain artifacts representing more 
than half a million years of Chinese 
history. They have been given from 
nine to 14 days to get the pieces ready 
for exhibition, all under the sharp 
scrutiny of the Chinese in charge of an 
extraordinary exhibition that has been 
seen over the past year in Paris, 
London, Vienna, Stockholm and 
Washington. (After Kansas City, it will 
probably be flown into San Francisco 
before being returned to Peking; but 
the Chinese guardians of it refuse to 
confirm the San Francisco date.) 
As far as is known, this is the first 
antquity treasure trove insured by the 
United States government. We have 
covered it for $50 million, which seems 
a piddling sum when one considered 
the possible theft or destruction of the 
head bones of I kantian Man (a cousin of 
Peking Tom) who flourished 600,000 
years ago, or Princess Tou Wan who 
went to her eternal reward in a suit of 
2,160 chunks of jade stitched together 
with gold threads two thousand years 
before Christ. 
By 
comparison, 
Dr. 
Armand 
Hammer insured the 40-odd paintings 
of the French Impressionists and post- 
impressionists which he exhibited in 
the U.S. two years ago — after they 
had lain fallow in Leningrad’s 
Heritage and Moscow’s Pushkin 
museums for decades — for $25 
million. 
The Archdiocese of New York in­ 
sured Michelangelo’s incomparable 
Pieta for $10 million when it was 
shipped and trucked from St. Peter’s 
in Rome to the last New York World’s 
Fair. 
It took the better part of two weeks to 
fold the tents on the Chinese exhibition 
at the National Gallery in Washington 
and silently slip away to Dulles. Each 
piece had to be fitted into its form­ 
fitting nook in its special packing case, 
after being photographed by the 
Chinese security people; as each case 
was 
locked, 
there 
were 
more 
photogrpahs of the case itself. Then the 
case 
was 
placed 
in 
a 
larger 
“traveling” box, which was in turn 
stuffed with wood shavings and other 
absorbents so as to protect it in case of 
a bump. 
At Nelson, everything had to be re­ 
photographed to check with the earlier 
photographs. Can’t take a chance that 
somebody might have slipped into the 
cargo department of a 707 at 38,000 
feet, opened the outer and inner cases

NEW YORK (AP) — little more 
than a decade ago the annual meeting 
was a festive occasion, one of the 
corporate 
rites 
of 
spring: 
homecoming, the annual get-together 
for sandwiches, refreshments and 
conversation. 
U.S. Steel erected beautifully striped 
canopies on the lawn of an engineering 
school and, unless you were informed 
or up close, you just couldn’t tell the 
annual meeting from the graduation 
exercise. 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., the biggest stockholder family of 
all, rented an armory and served food 
for its guests — strike that, its common 
stock owners. 
Controversy, quite understandably, 
seldom intruded into the atmosphere 
of such excellent assemblages. It just 
wasn’t nice; it was poor etiquette. 
It was all pro forma anyway, tightly 
scheduled and programmed. All the 
officers involved had their reports 
ready. All the real business had al­ 
ready been enacted. Management 
always had the votes to do what it 
wished. 
The hypocrisy and cost and nuisance 
of it all began getting to some 
executives, and there developed a 
tendency to move the annual meeting 
out of the big cities into some outlying, 
less-populated, harder-to-reach areas. 
Sometimes this was done in order to 
meet some of the stockholders who 
couldn’t make it to the home city. After 
all, shareholders were spread about 
the nation, not concentrated in the 
headquarters city. 
Quite often, too, the reason was to 
escape stockholders, who were tending 
to become a bit more critical. 
Some companies even toyed with the 
notion of giving up the annual meeting, 
and to their surprise they found that 
under the incorporation rules of some 
states you didn’t need an annual get- 
together. But the New York Stock 
Exchange insisted on a continuance of 
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the practice. 
The annual meeting was changing. 
Corporate democracy was being sold 
to the American people and the 
number of shareholders was rising 
swiftly, from about 13 million at the 
beginning of the ’60s to 30 million at the 
close of the decade. 
The atmosphere wasn’t conducive to 
the old way of doing things. How can 
you serve box lunches to so many 
people? How can you afford them? 
Stockholders 
answered 
those 
questions to some degree. They didn’t 
attend. So long as management made 
money for them they didn’t care. And 
you may recall that the ’60s were very 
profitable until the decade waned. 
A new group began making a 
nuisance of itself. The social do­ 
gooder, the environmentalists and 
various activists began prodding the 
corporation to give an account of itself 
as a resident and citizen. 
Even more was being asked. Many 
people who admired the corporate way 
of getting things done were appalled at 
how little was being done except to 
make money. They wanted cor­ 
porations to take on added duties. 
Now we have reached another stage. 
Scattered throughout the stockholder 
population there is a growing feeling 
that managers must be made more 
accountable. A feeling grows that 
there is a great management ripoff. 
That feeling was expressed this 
week at the Chrysler Corp. annual 
meeting, and earlier at the Celanese 
meeting. Why, it was asked, does the 
good fortune of the executive continue 
while that of the stockholder and 
employe deteriorates? 
Why do some corporate officers own 
very few shares of their company’s 
stock? Why do others earn huge 
salaries and collect bonuses — per­ 
formance bonuses they are sometimes 
called — even though the company’s 
earnings are down? Why are some 
officers permitted to write contracts 
continuing their incomes, as con­ 
sultants, after they retire? Why are 
officers granted personal loans? 
This is the atmosphere of the annual 
meeting, circa 1975. How long ago the 
old days seem.

Speaking Of Your Health

Gout seems to be a family charac­ 
teristic. I am 26 and so far have no 
signs of it. Can it be prevented? Is gout 
in the rheumatism family? 
Mr. T. M., Penn. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
There does seem to be 
some 
hereditary or family tendency towards 
gout. 
Gout is a peculiar disorder and 
disturbance in the manufacture and 
elimination of uric acid. For reasons 
that are still not entirely clear to 
doctors and scientists, some people 
tend to accumulate uric acid in the 
blood. When this level is high, symp­ 
toms of gout are likely to appear. 
When it is determined that there is a 
tendency to gout or an increase of uric 
acid in the blood, certain foods should 
be reduced or avoided. These foods are 
the ones known to be high in purine, a 
substance from which uric acid is 
derived. 
Purines are especially high in an­ 
chovies, liver, sweetbreads, brains, 
gravies, and alcohol. Asparagus, 
cauliflower and lentils, too, have a 
slightly higher purine content. 
Early evidence of gout can be 
determined by a study of the blood. 
High levels of uric acid are the 


determining factor if a gouty tendency 
is present. 
There are now a number of excellent 
drugs which can reduce uric acid 
levels 
in 
the 
blood. 
One 
drug, 
probenecid, is used to encourage the 
elimination of uric acid by way of the 
urine. 
Once a gouty condition is discovered, 
this drug can be taken in a preventive 
way for many years. 
A new drug, allopurinol, works in a 
different way. This one prevents the 
change of purine into uric acid. 
Occasionally, both drugs are used at 
the same time, depending on the 
severity of the condition. 
Under a doctor’s direction, these 
drugs can be manipulated, depending 
on the concentration of uric acid in the 
blood. 
The symptoms of gout in its early 
phases may indeed be confused with 
rheumatism, neuralgia, bursitis and 
even arthritis. The popular impression 
that gout affects only the big toe is 
false. Another misconception about 
gout is that it is a status symbol 
disease associated with the rich and 
overindulged sector of society. Gout 
can occur at all social and economic 
levels.

The 
third knew that someday he would be 
an author.

Within five years, two 
would watch one die without pity. 
Carl Wanderer was a young Chicago 
butcher. At the age of 27, he had his 
own shop. It earned a profit. Bur Carl 
was unhappy. Customers poked him 
with jokes about his receding hair line 
and his German upbringing. Some 
said, “ Hoch der K aiser!” , and 
laughed. 
Carl laughed, too. He was afraid of a 
fist fight. When he read that Pancho 
Villa had come up from Mexico and 
raided an American town, Mr. Wan­ 
derer saw his great opportunity. He 
closed the butcher shop and enlisted to 
fight with General John J. Pershing. 
On the other side of Chicago, young 
Charles MacArthur was a reporter on 
the Examiner. His fights were con­ 
fined to the city editor. Charlie wanted 
more important assignments. To hell 
with the society teas. Someday, he 
said, he would write plays. His editor 
shrugged. 
A few blocks away, Ben Hecht held 
down a typewriter at the Daily News. 
He longed to write fat books of deep 
humanities. 
Three strangers. Wanderer realized 
his ambition. He fought Villa’s 
irregulars up and down the Rio 
Grande. He sat a cavalry horse and 
was decorated for bravery under fire. 
Carl was a hero. 
When he returned to Chicago, the 
United States proclaimed war on 
Imperial Germany. The son of Ger­ 
mans enlisted again. By the time he 
reached France, Carl was a second 
lieutenant in the cavalry. The timid 
butcher braved German machine gun 
fire and had horses shot from under 
him. 
Wanderer returned to Chicago laden 
with decorations. The butcher shop 
was dull work, but no one made fun of 
his lack of hair or his German an­ 
cestry. He showed his medals and his 
black .45 automatic. 
His mother suggested that, at age 32, 
he should be married. In the manner of 
a soldier obeying a field order, he 
scouted among women and found Ruth 
Johnson, a young brunette. Carl 
married her with the same detached 
manner he used in cutting sides of 
beef. 
They lived with her parents. Hecht 
was covering criminal court, trying to 
think of a book to write. MacArthur, 
who had served with the field artillery, 
was writing a thing called “The 
Cannoneers Have Hairy Ears.” 
January, 1921, was cold in Chicago. 
Icy wind from I^ake Michigan swirled 
drifting snow into ice cream cones and 


plastered tall buildings with a poor 
coat of white paint. Ruth said she was 
pregnant. 
Carl 
nodded 
ab­ 
sentmindedly. “Yes,” he said. “One 
must expect . . . ” 
In June, Mrs. Wanderer was big and 
awkward. The dutiful husband took 
her to a movie on June 21st. As always, 
he stuck his .45 automatic inside his 
belt. Without it he might forget he was 
a hero. 


At 10:30, they entered the dark 
vestibule of their apartment house. A 
man’s voice said, “Don’t turn on the 
light.” The voice uttered bad words. In 
the darkness, a gun flashed like 
summer lightning. 


Carl was a hero. He pulled his gun. 
There were 14 explosions and the 
music of shattering glass. By the time 
the light was turned on, Carl Wanderer 
was screaming, shaking a dead man 
dressed as a beggar. Ruth Wanderer 
died mumbling, “My baby . . . my 
baby . . .” 
Carl Wanderer made page one as a 
hero once more. A tragic one. On the 
Daily News, Hecht kept looking at a 
photo of two .45 automatics. One was 
found on the bum. The other belonged 
to Carl Hecht wondered what was 
wrong with the picture. 


MacArthur was impressed by the 
same photo. He phoned the Coif Arms 
Company and identified the stranger’s 
gun as having been sold to a telephone 
mechanic in Chicago. Charlie paid him 
a visit.

He had hired a bum 
from The I^oop for $20 to hide in the 
hallway and fake a holdup. 
The hero killed his wife and the only 
witness. Hecht, MacArthur and Carl 
met at the gallows. As the rope went 
around his neck, the hero burst into 
tears and sang. “Dear Old Pal.” . . .

Charles 
Grange, head o f the Asia sectio n o f Ca* 
ritas Internatio nal, a federatio n o f 
natio nal Catho lic relief agencies. 
He charged that 
the pro cess 
disregarded the Vietnamese emphasis 
o n relativ es and the co mmunity caring 
fo r parentless y o ung. 
Ho wev er, a spo kesman o f a no n- 
deno minatio nal agency , Friends o f All 
Children, o f Bo ulder, Co lo ., which has 
handled 330 children in 10 day s, said 
“ if they were no t picked up o v er there 
they ’d starv e o r die." 
“ It’s a uiatter o f life o r death fo r 
them,” 
said the spo kesman, 
Pat 
Dempsey . As fo r the co ntentio n that 
fo reign ado ptio n co ntrav enes co m­ 
munal traditio ns o f the Vietnamese, 
she said * 
“ The situatio n in Saigo n is so 
desperate that this is the last thing 
they ’re go ing to think o f. It’s a matter 
o f surv iv al fo r the children. It giv es 
them an o ppo rtunity fo r life." 
On the o ther hand, critisicm also 
came fro m the American Friends 
Serv ice Co mmittee, o f Philadelphia, 
which said Vietnamese cultural at­ 
titudes o ppo se remo v al o f o rphans, 
and all Vietnamese, No rth and So uth, 
are co mmitted to the well-being o f 
children.

He 
said careful screening and placement 
standards were fo llo wed, with the 
children’s interests uppermo st. 
Ho wev er, with sev eral 
different 
agencies inv o lv ed in handling o rphans, 
so me cases apparently hav e been 
lo o sely rushed, o bserv ers say . J ame 
Barto n, 
a 
Vietnam ese-speaking 
Quaker staff member in San Fran­ 
cisco , talked to a number o f children 
bro ught there and say s so me were no t 
actually o rphans. 
Miss Barto n said: “ When so mething 
like the Vietnam situatio n co mes 
alo ng, there alway s is po ssible ex ­ 
plo itatio n.” 
But she emphasized her agency 
fo llo wed all legal and o ther standards 
and added: 
“ The parents here are so thrilled 
with their new children. The children 
really do n’t kno w the difference.”

NEW YORK (AF) - An emotion- 
fraught controversy, with sharp words 
between Church leaders in the United 
States and Rome, swirled this week 
over the hasty airlift of orphans out of 
South Vietnam.

movement of orphans “deplorable and 
unjustified” and said the Church 
should shun it. 
“Adoption is contrary to the cultural 
traditions of the Vietnamese people,” 
said the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Charles 
Grange, head of the Asia section of Ca­ 
ritas International, a federation of 
national Catholic relief agencies. 
He charged that 
the process 
disregarded the Vietnamese emphasis 
on relatives and the community caring 
for parentless young. 
However, a spokesman of a non­ 
denominational agency, Friends of All 
Children, of Boulder, Colo., which has 
handled 330 children in IO days, said 
“if they were not picked up over there 
they’d starve or die.” 
“It’s a matter of life or death for 
them,” said the 
spokesman, 
Pat 
Dempsey. As for the contention that 
foreign adoption contravenes com­ 
munal traditions of the Vietnamese, 
she said: 
“The situation in Saigon is so 
desperate that this is the last thing 
they’re going to think of. It’s a matter 
of survival for the children. It gives 
them an opportunity for life.” 
On the other hand, critisicm also 
came from the American Friends 
Service Committee, of Philadelphia, 
which said Vietnamese cultural at­ 
titudes oppose removal of orphans, 
and all Vietnamese, North and South, 
are committed to the well-being of 
children. 
Because of the long war, “many 
orphanages have sprung up and it is a 
recorded fact that a ‘black market’ in 
babies has also sprung up,” the com­ 
mittee 
said. 
It 
said 
many 
im­ 
poverished parents have put their 
children in orphanages so they could 


eat, and added: 
“It is a tragedy, compounded when 
some of these children are removed 
without express consent of their living 
parents. Even if the parents do con­ 
sent, it is a tragedy.” 
Bishop Edward E. Swanstrom, head 
of Catholic Relief Services, the U.S. 
Church’s overseas arm which has han­ 
dled 230 Vietnamese children in two 
weeks, said the stepped-up movement 
was not a momentary affair. 
“All Vietnamese orphans brought to 
the United States under auspices of the 
CRS to date were carefully selected 
and processed prior to the recent step­ 
up in the American airlift,” he said. He 
said careful screening and placement 
standards were followed, with the 
children’s interests uppermost. 
However, with several 
different 
agencies involved in handling orphans, 
some cases apparently have been 
loosely rushed, observers say. Jame 
Barton, 
a 
Vietnam ese-speaking 
Quaker staff member in San Fran­ 
cisco, talked to a number of children 
brought there and says some were not 
actually orphans. 
Miss Barton said: “When something 
like the Vietnam situation comes 
along, there always is possible ex­ 
ploitation.” 
But she emphasized her agency 
followed all legal and other standards 
and added: 
“The parents here are so thrilled 
with their new children. The children 
really don’t know the difference.”

O K Tornado 
Safety Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House has approved 85-7 a bill to 
require instruction in tornado safety 
precautions in all Ohio primary and 
secondary schools. 
The measure was sent to the Senate 
with an emergency clause to enable its 
enactment immediately if it is passed 
there and signed by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
Rep. Paul Wingard, R-40, the 
sponsor, said weather authorities 
feared a heavy tornado season during 
April, May, June, July and August. 
“ All schools in the state of Ohio could 
be affected,” he said. 
Sentiment for more instruction and 
safeguards against tornadoes grew 
after a twister caused 34 deaths and 
demolished several schools in Xenia 
just over a year ago.

Huntsville, who voted against the bill, 
said most school officials were aware 
of the danger from tornadoes and “ the 
cost of putting this on the law books is a 
bit silly.” 


C o u rt To R e v ie w D a m a g e S u it 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has agreed to review a 
trial judge’s decision throwing out a 
$50,000 jury verdict against the Mobil 
Oil Corp. in a suit brought by an in­ 
jured workman. 
The court accepted an appeal by 
Sam Walker, who was injured while 
working on a railroad spur at Mobil’s 
chemical plant in Hamilton County on 
July 19, 1967. 
A large rubber tube filled with 
chemicals fell from a silo and struck 
him. Walker sued Mobil, alleging 
negligence in securing the pipe, and a 
jury awarded him $50,000. 
But the trial judge in the case or­ 
dered the verdict set aside. The judge 
said Walker had not presented suf­ 
ficient evidence. 
The judge’s decision was upheld by 
the 1st District Court of Appeals. 
Walker, in his appeal, contends the 
original verdict was correct under a 
legal doctrine which holds that 
negligence is proven when an accident 
could not have happened any other 
way. 
In other rulings Thursday, the court: 
—Refused to review the conviction and 
life sentence of a teen-aged murderer 
from Akron, although a lower appel­ 
late court said police apparently used 
some deception in obtaining his con­ 
fession. 
The court rejected the appeal of 
Daniel J. Maglio, of Miami, Fla., 
convicted in the 1974 stabbing death of 
Walter L. Weyrick of Akron.

OK Tornado 
Safety Bill 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House has approved 85-7 a bill to 
require instruction in tornado safety 
precautions in all Ohio primary and 
secondary schools. 
The measure was sent to the Senate 
with an emergency clause to enable its 
enactment immediately if it is passed 
there and signed by Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. 
Rep. Paul Wingard, R-40, the 
sponsor, said weather authorities 
feared a heavy tornado season during 
April, May, June, July and August. 
“All schools in the state of Ohio could 
be affected,” he said. 
Sentiment for more instruction and 
safeguards against tornadoes grew 
after a twister caused 34 deaths and 
demolished several schools in Xenia 
just over a year ago. 
Rep. Rodney H. Hughes, R-78 
Huntsville, who voted against the bill, 
said most school officials were aware 
of the danger from tornadoes and “the 
cost of putting this on the law books is a 
bit silly.” 


Court To Review Damage Suit 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has agreed to review a 
trial judge’s decision throwing out a 
$50,000 jury verdict against the Mobil 
Oil Corp. in a suit brought by an in­ 
jured workman. 
The court accepted an appeal by 
Sam Walker, who was injured while 
working on a railroad spur at Mobil’s 
chemical plant in Hamilton County on 
July 19, 1967. 
A large rubber tube filled with 
chemicals fell from a silo and struck 
him. Walker sued Mobil, alleging 
negligence in securing the pipe, and a 
jury awarded him $50,000. 
But the trial judge in the case or­ 
dered the verdict set aside. The judge 
said Walker had not presented suf­ 
ficient evidence. 
The judge’s decision was upheld by 
the 1st District Court of Appeals. 
Walker, in his appeal, contends the 
original verdict was correct under a 
legal doctrine which holds that 
negligence is proven when an accident 
could not have happened any other 
way. 
In other rulings Thursday, the court: 
—Refused to review the conviction and 
life sentence of a teen-aged murderer 
from Akron, although a lower appel­ 
late court said police apparently used 
some deception in obtaining his con­ 
fession. 
The court rejected the appeal of 
Daniel J. Maglio, of Miami, Fla., 
convicted in the 1974 stabbing death of 
Walter L. Weyrick of Akron.

French Student W rites About 
Class's Recent European Tour

Sixteen other students, Mrs. Paula 
Woodward .French teacher, and I left 
for Europe on March 29. The following 
are my observations and impressions. 
March 29 
The day finally arrived! We left Port 
C olumbus at 3:45 p.m. and landed at 
JF K Airport at 6 p.m. At midnight we 
took off for England. The flight of

was 
uneventful, except for the fact that we 
moved our watches ahead five hours. 
March 30 
We landed at Gatwick Airport and 
journeyed by bus to London. Although 
it was raining, the countryside was 
beautiful. I was especially amazed to 
see small cottages with thatched roofs. 
In liOndon we saw a small “ changing 
of the guards.” 
It was not the famous one that takes 
place at Buckingham Palace, but it 
was still fascinating. We also saw the 
major landmarks of the city, and, after 
a supper of sausages, we traveled by 
the “ tube” and on foot to Buckingham 
Palace and Piccadilly Circus 
March 31 
After a night in London, we traveled 
to Canterbury to visit the shrine of 
Thomas a Becket. I had read about it 
many times, and I could not believe I 
was actually seeing it. We then jour­ 
neyed to Dover, where we boarded a 
ferry boat 
to cross the 
English 
Channel. 
The weather was not bad, but I could 
not wait to reach dry land. We 
disembarked at Qstend, Belgium, and 
immediately boarded another bus to 
go to Brussels, where we spent our 
second night in Europe. 
April 1 
The morning found us enroute to 
Paris, where we would spend the next 
five days. On the way we visited the 
cathedral at Heims. 
We arrived in Paris for a late sup­ 
per, and we were immediately 
acquainted with its subway, or metro 
system and its friendly people. We 
were given rooms at a university 
residence. It was quite similar to 
American college dorms. 
April 2 
In the early part of the day we toured 
most of the Paris landmarks. I par­ 
ticularly enjoyed gazing down at the 
city from the hill, Montmartre. We 
then shopped at a huge department 
store, the Galeries Lafayette. The 
clerks were very helpful to us in spite 
of the language barrier.

That evening we ate at a small cafe, 
where I enjoyed a sandwich called a 
Croque Monsieur. It was similar to our 
grilled cheese but much better. 
April 3 
In the morning and early afternoon 
we visited the beautiful palace of 
Versailles and the gardens there and 
two chateaux near it. I could easily 
have spent the whole day wandering in 
the gardens except for the rain. 
For supper we found 
a 
small 
restaurant, which served fantastic 
desserts, including almond cake, 
raspberry pie and chocolate mousse. 
We also stopped to buy fruit and cheese 
to eat in our rooms for extra energy 
after what seemed like miles we had 
walked. 
April 4 
The entire day was spent traveling 
along the Ix)ire River and viewing the 
beautiful chateaux. One of them, 
Chambord, which was used as a 
hunting lodge, had 450 rooms. The 
meals we had that day were also very 
good. 
April 5 


Our last full day in France passed 
quickly. We went to the top of the Eiffel 
Tower, where it was snowing, and then 
walked through the catacombs of 
Paris. The catacombs were morbid but 
quite interesting. They consisted of 
what seemed like miles of bones and 
skulls stacked against the walls of the 
tunnels. The day concluded with an 
evening boat ride down the Seine 
River. 
April 6 
We visited the lx)uvre, the museum 
which houses the Mona Lisa and the 
Venus de Milo, and an impressionist 
museum. This museum, although 
sm all, contained many excellent 
paintings by Renoir and Monet, among 
others. We then went to I>e Bourget 
Airport and took off for the States at 10 
p.m. (or 5 p.m. American time). We 
arrived at JF K soon after midnight. 
April 7 
After a brief sleep in a motel at 
I^aGuardia Airport, we took off for 
Columbus at 7:50 a.m. We landed at 
9:20 a.m. Even though I hated to leave 
Paris, it did feel good to be home.

Class's Recent European Tour

Sixteen other students, Mrs. Paula 
Woodward ,French teacher, and I left 
for Europe on March 29. The following 
are my observations and impressions. 
March 29 
The day finally arrived! We left Port 
C olumbus at 3:45 p.m. and landed at 
JK K Airport at 6 p.m. At midnight we 
took off for England. The flight of 
seven 
and 
one-half 
hours 
was 
uneventful, except for the fact that we 
moved our watches ahead five hours. 
March 30 
We landed at Gatwick Airport and 
journeyed by bus to London. Although 
it was raining, the countryside was 
beautiful. I was especially amazed to 
see small cottages with thatched roofs. 
In london we saw a small “ changing 
of the guards.” 
It was not the famous one that takes 
place at Buckingham Palace, but it 
was still fascinating. We also saw the 
major landmarks of the city, and, after 
a supper of sausages, we traveled by 
the “ tube” and on foot to Buckingham 
Palace and Piccadilly Circus. 
March 31 
After a night in London, we traveled 
to Canterbury to visit the shrine of 
Thomas a Becket. I had read about it 
many times, and I could not believe I 
was actually seeing it. We then jour­ 
neyed to Dover, where we boarded a 
ferry boat to cross the 
English 
Channel. 
The weather was not bad, but I could 
not wait to reach dry land. We 
disembarked at Ostend, Belgium, and 
immediately boarded another bus to 
go to Brussels, where we spent our 
second night in Europe. 
April I 
The morning found us enroute to 
Paris, where we would spend the next 
five days. On the way we visited the 
cathedral at Reims. 
We arrived in Paris for a late sup­ 
per, and we were immediately 
acquainted with its subway, or metro 
system and its friendly people. We 
were given rooms at a university 
residence. It was quite similar to 
American college dorms. 
April 2 
In the early part of the day we toured 
most of the Paris landmarks. I par­ 
ticularly enjoyed gazing down at the 
city from the hill, Montmartre. We 
then shopped at a huge department 
store, the Galeries Lafayette. The 
clerks were very helpful to us in spite 
of the language barrier.

That evening we ate at a small cafe, 
where I enjoyed a sandwich called a 
Croque Monsieur. It was similar to our 
grilled cheese but much better. 
April 3 
In the morning and early afternoon 
we visited the beautiful palace of 
Versailles and the gardens there and 
two chateaux near it. I could easily 
have spent the whole day wandering in 
the gardens except for the rain. 
For supper we found 
a 
small 
restaurant, which served fantastic 
desserts, including almond cake, 
raspberry pie and chocolate mousse. 
We also stopped to buy fruit and cheese 
to eat in our rooms for extra energy 
after what seemed like miles we had 
walked. 
April 4 
The entire day was spent traveling 
along the I>oire River and viewing the 
beautiful chateaux. One of them, 
Chambord, which was used as a 
hunting lodge, had 450 rooms. The 
meals we had that day were also very 
good. 
April 5 


Our last full day in France passed 
quickly. We went to the top of the Eiffel 
Tower, where it was snowing, and then 
walked through the catacombs of 
Paris. The catacombs were morbid but 
quite interesting. They consisted of 
what seemed like miles of bones and 
skulls stacked against the walls of the 
tunnels. The day concluded with an 
evening boat ride down the Seine 
River. 
April 6 
We visited the Louvre, the museum 
which houses the Mona Lisa and the 
Venus de Milo, and an impressionist 
museum. This museum, although 
sm all, contained many excellent 
paintings by Renoir and Monet, among 
others. We then went to Ive Bourget 
Airport and took off for the States at IO 
p.m. (or 5 p.m. American time). We 
arrived at JF R soon after midnight. 
April 7 
After a brief sleep in a motel at 
l^Guardia Airport, we took off for 
Columbus at 7:50 a.m. We landed at 
9:20 a.m. Even though I hated to leave 
Paris, it did feel good to be home.
